HAVIN  G  fome  years  fince  had  a 
Method  of  treating  fcrophulous 
Diforders,  or  the  King’s  Evil  fallen  into 
tny  Hands,  and  having,  by  many  repeated 
Trials,  found  the  great  Succefs  of  fuch  a 
Method,  from  fuch  Numbers  of  Sufferers, 
as  have  put  themfelves  under  my  Direc¬ 
tions  and  found  relief;  and  being  daily 
importuned  not  to  let  the  iMethod  die 
with  me,  I  fome  Years  ago  publifhed  two 
Editions  of  this  Effay,  to  let  poor  Sufferers 
(in  my  3d  Edition,  now  all  fold  off)  know 
where  to  apply  for  Advice  (gratis),  but  did 
not  then  tell  them  any  Receipts  for  the 
Dirtemper;  I  publilhed  thofe  Methods, 
and  Things,  that  the  common  People* 
could  eafily  procure,  and  fafely  apply 
(out  tome  that  were  beyond  their  Ma¬ 
nagement  I  referred  for  another  Oppor¬ 
tunity.)  I  the  more  readily  write  this, 
that  the  poor  Labourers  and  Handicraft!- 
men  mignt  not  throw  away  their  Mo- 
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ney  and  Time,  after  a  Parcel  of  fpecious 
Advertifements,  calculated  to  pick  the 
poor  Patients  Pockets,  and  fill  the  Au¬ 
thor’s  own.  See!  every  News-Paper  ftuft 
with  phyfical  Preparations,  and  obferve 
the  Ihameful  Abufe  ol  the  Public,  by 
their  never-failing  Medicines  for  every 
identical  Diforder ;  from  the  learned 
MD’s,  with  their  Elixirs,  E  (fences,  and 
Tindtures,  to  the  poor  Corn-Cutter,  with 
his  Piaifter  for  Toes ;  the  grand  Virtue 
and  Defign  of  all  thefe  fine  pompous 
Advertifements,  is  to  let  the  Reader  know, 
how  much  Money  he  muft  bring  with 
him,  for  a  Viol  of  Effence,  or  a  Box  of 
Fills,  how  long  they  will  laft,  and  when 
the  next  Payment  is  to  be  repeated.  Ma¬ 
ny  eminent  Praftitioners  have  allured  me, 
they  really  do  not  underftand  the  Treat- 
mem  of  fcrophulous  Cafes,  as  they  ufually 
withftand  all  the  common  Methods  of 
Pradice.  I  do  not  (in  this  Eflay)  pre¬ 
tend  to  inform  the  Learned  in  the  Ma¬ 
nagement  of  fcrophulous  Diforders,  who 
are  fuppofed  to  know  them  much  better 
than  I  do;  but  only,  to  infirudt  the  plain 
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honed  Artificers  and  Labourers,  bow,  in 
many  Cates,  to  cure  themfelves  and  Fa¬ 
milies,  without  phyfical  Afliftance,  which 
their  Pockets  are  unabie  to  procure. 
What  I  here  offer  to  the  Public,  is  the 
relult  of  much  Reading,  and  many  Years 
Practice,  on  above  fourteen  hundred  Sub- 
jeds;  feme  hundreds  quite  cured,  and 
many  greatly  relieved,  feme  Limbs  pre- 
ferved  condemned  to  Amputation,  others 
cuied  turned  out  of  Hofpitals,  as  well  as 
fever al  Cafes  given  over  by  the  mod  emi¬ 
nent  Phyficians  and  Surgeons.  I  (hall  ufe 
tne  plained  Words,  and  mod  common. 
Expredions,  I  can  pofiibly  think  on,  to 
indrud  the  Vulgar,  and  tell  them  the 
mod  Ample  and  cheaped  Remedies,  and 
eaded  to  be  procured  by  poor  People, 
not  much  regarding  Stile  or  Expredion, 
fo  I  may  be  underdood  by  common  Rea¬ 
ders,  for  whofe  Ufe  this  is  defigned,  and 
not  to  tickle  the  Ears,  or  pleafe  the  Pa¬ 
lates  of  the  ceniorious  Readers  or  merce¬ 
nary  Reviewers,  who  find  fault  with  what 
they  do  not  underfland.  I  fhall  deferibe 
the  King  s  Evil,  or  fcrophulous  Fhforders 
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with  their  Appearances,  in  fuch  a  plain 
Manner,  that  the  mo  ft  unlearned  may 
know  it  in  common  Cafes  (where  there 
is  no  Complication  of  other  Diforders 
with  it)  without  confulting  Surgeons  or 
Apothecaries,  who  (if  they  do  know  the 
Diforder)  will  feldom  acknowledge  it. 
I  have  obferved,  the  better  Sort  are  very 
averfe  from  being  told  their  Diforders  are 
icrophulous,  but  are  contented  to  have 
them  called  Scorbutick,  and  their  Apothe¬ 
caries  humour  them  in  the  Deceit,  for  fear 
of  lofmg  the  Family.  When  fuch  Per- 
fons  apply  to  me,  and  defire  to  know  my 
real  Opinion,  I  tell  them  my  Sentiments 
in  the  tendered  Manner,  and  never  men¬ 
tion  fuch  Perfons  Names,  that  I  may  give 
no  Offence  to  any  one ;  thole  that  like  to 
have  the  Diforder  called  Scorbutick  may 
find  Relief,  if  they  chufe  to  have  that 
Name  given  to  their  Complaints.  Thofe 
that  would  deceive,  let  them  be  deceived. 
What  1  here  relate  is  ftrict  Truth;  as  I 
take  no  Money  for  my  Advice,  it  cannot 
be  fuppofed  I  can  have  any  defign  to  irn- 
pofe  upon  the  Credulous.  I  fhall  relate 
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the  Cafes  and  their  Remedies,  with  the 
Succefs  that  followed  ;  the  Perfons  whofe 
Names  I  mention  are  referred  to,  for  a 
Confirmation  of  what  I  aflert.  Let  not 
the  Simplicity  of  the  Procefs,  or  Slownefs, 
or  Progrefs  of  the  Cure  difhearten  the 
Patients,  or  the  Ridicule  of  Mr.  Apothe¬ 
cary,  &c.  be  any  Hindrance  to  the  Ufe  of 
the  Things  I  recommend  ;  but  let  them 
not  mix  any  other  Prefcriptions  with  mine; 
for  it  is  very  likely,  fuch  a  Proceeding  may 
defeat  my  Intentions  in  the  Method  of 
Cure.

K  I  N  G’s  EVIL. 

«  -  - 

THE  King’s  Evil  is  a  name  given  to 
a  very  grievous  and  obftinate  Difeafe, 
ever  fince  Edward  the  Confeffor’s  Time, 
becaufe  faid  to  be  cured  by  him  and  other 
fucceeding  Kings  both  of  England  and 
France .  Above  Ninety-two  thoufand  Perfons 
are  recorded  to  have  been  touched  for  it  by 
King  Charles  the  Second  only,  and  with 
what  Succefs  is  varioufly  related,  difputed, 
and  believed ;  all  this  I  leave  to  others  that 
have  Time,  to  read  Mr.  John  Brown  (Sur¬ 
geon  to  King  Charles  the  Second)  his  Account 
of  the  King’s  Evil,  and  a  great  Number  of 
other  Writers  on  the  fame  Subject.  This 
Difeafe  is  either  Hereditary  or  Accidental ; 
but  I  find  on  a  clofe  Examination  of  the 
Sufferers,  not  one  in  twenty  is  without  fome 
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Family  Taint.  The  lowed  Degree  of  this 
Diforder  feems  to  be  the  Swelling  of  the 
Upper  Lip,  without  any  apparent  Caufe, 
which  I  look  upon-  as  an  infallible  Sign  of 
the  Evil  in  the  Habit  of  Body,  though  no 
other  Appearances.  Sometimes  both  Lips, 
the  Nofe,  and  Cheeks  inflame  and  fwell,  the 
lower  jaw-bones  are  often  troubled  with 
Swellings  on  and  about  them,  and  caufe  bad 
and  rotten  Teeth.  Frequent  Ulcers  on  the 
Gums,  and  many  Swellings  under  the  Ears, 
jaws,  and  Chin,  and  many  Parts  of  the 
Neck  and  Shoulders,  fometimes  fmootb, 
moveable  and  not  difcoloured,  or  painful,  at 
other  Times,  come  to  Sores,  break  and  run 


much  for  a  Length  of  Time,  and  are  healed 
up  with  great  Difficulty,  and  often  break  out 
again,  if  the  Habit  of  Body  is  not  altered* 
The  Eyes  are  very  frequently  fcrophulous> 
they  looking  inflamed,  and  of  a  dead  reddifh 
or  leaden  Colour,  (and  fometimes  white 
Specks  on  or  near  the  Pupil  or  Sight)  which 
generally  difc-harge  great  Quantities  of  clear, 
fahifli,  or  fcaiding  Water,  which  takes  the 
Skin  off  the  Cheeks  as  it  flows  down.  Often 
final!  running  Ulcers  at  the  greater  Corners 
of  the  Eve,  which  difcharge  a  vvhitifh  thick 


Matter,  which  glues  the  Eye-lids  together 
in  a  Morning,  and  which  are  opened  with 
difficulty..  When  thefe  Complaints  with- 
Hand  the  ufual  Methods  of  Bleeding,  Blifler- 
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ing  behind  the  Ears,  Cupping,  Setons,  and 
a  long  Train  of  Etceteras,  for  Months  toge¬ 
ther,  we  may  venture  to  pronounce  them 
fcrophulous.  What  fome  People  fancy  to  be 
the  St.  Antlony  s  Fire,  is  oftimes  a  Species  of 
this  Diforder.  Swellings  cn  the  Knees  and 
Elbows,  without  Rednefs  or  Inflammation, 
vulgarly  called  White  Swellings,  are  to  he 
accounted  fcrophulous.  When  Sores  or  Ul¬ 
cers  have  been  long  near  the  Joints  or  Bones, 
and  will  not  heal  with  common  Applica¬ 
tions,  it  is  a  fhrevvd  Sign  the  Bones  are  foul  or 
carious :  In  that  Cafe,  Pieces  of  Bone,  fharp 
and  ragged,  feemingly  Worm-eaten,  and  iittle 
Pieces  like  coarie  Sand  are  leen  on  the  Plan¬ 
ters  amongfl  the  Pus  or  Matter  when  taken 
off.  When  the  Griftles  or  Cartilages  on  the 
Head  of  the  Bones  are  confumed,  then  fol¬ 
lows  a  ftift  Joint,  by  the  Bones  growing  to¬ 
gether;  the  Mu  Teles  under  the  Hams  and  the 
Infide  of  the  Elbows,  1  have  often  found 
have  been  divided  by  the  Knife,  by  unfkilful 
Hands,  fo  that  Joint,  has  been  rendered  ufe- 
lefs.  1  have  met  with  Swellings  within-fide 
the  Throat,  and  the  Tonfils  greatiy  tumefied 
and  inflamed,  and  threatening  a  Suffocation, 
with  no  vifible  Appearances  outwardly.  This 
Diftemper  may  fhew  itfelf  like  a  Leprofv, 
with  a  very  thick  white  Scroff  on  the  Head 
and  el  few  he  re.  When  the  Diforder  falls  on 
the  Lungs,  then  beware  of  a  galloping  Con- 
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fumption,  as  it  is  frequently  called.  After 
the  Mealies  and  Small-pox,  weak  Eyes,  and 
running  Sores  are  not  unufual,  which  Peo¬ 
ple  feldom  think  proceeds  from  the  Evil, 
but  it  is  too  often  the  Cafe.  A  very  dry 
thick  crufty  Scab  near  the  Elbows  and  Joints 
is  fometimes  feen,  which  when  removed,  is 
foon  fucceeded  by  others  of  the  fame  Nature, 
which  are  difficult  to  cure,  before  the  Con- 
ftitution  is  amended.  The  Glands  under 
Womens  Armpits,  frequently  fwell  or  tumefy, 
and  their  Breafts  are  invaded  by  hard,  une¬ 
qual,  painful  Tumors  or  Swellings,  which 
have  been  too  often  miftaken  for  Cancers, 
and  the  Knife  applied  by  miftaken  Prac¬ 
titioners,  to  the  irreparable  Damage  of  the 
poor  Sufferer  ;  but  if  thefe  Breads  are  ne- 
gledted  or  wrongly  treated,  they  often  de¬ 
generate  into  real  Cancers,  then  every  one 
knows  the  Cafe  is  deplorable.  When  the 
Bones  are  foul  the  Cafe  is  bad,  though  not 
always  to  be  defpaired  of ;  fometimes  the 
Marrow  of  the  Bone  is  touched,  or  the  Dif- 
eafe  begins  in  the  Bone  itfelf,  which  may  be 
obferved  when  the  Bones  them  (elves  feem 
fwelled  about  the  Head  of  them,  and  after¬ 
wards  Sores  break  out  and  difcharge  a  thin  oily 
Matter,  then  is  this,  truly  a  deplorable  Cafe. 
How  often  is  the  Difeafe  conveyed  to  tender 
Infants,  by  fcrophulated  Nurfes,  who  fhali 
look  like  the  Pifture  of  Health  (as  many  do) 
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till  they  difclofe  their  hidden  Infirmities.  When 
a  Family  of  found  Health  and  free  from  all 
Humours,  find  their  Children  difeafed  in  this 
and  the  like  Manner,  they  are  filled  with 
Aftonifhment,  and  think  it  is  impoffible 
their  Children  (hould  have  the  Evil,  when 
there  is  not  the  leaft  Traces  of  it  either  m 
Father  or  Mother’s  Family ;  but  let  them 
not  deceive  themfclves,  for  alas !  it  is  too 
common.  If,  upon  a  curious  Enquiry  amongft 
the  Relations  of  a  Family,  any  of  the  afore- 
faid  Symptoms  have  been  remembered,  (tho 
a  Generation  or  two  diftant,)  the  Complaint 
may  be  fufpedted  to  be  the  Evil;  it  will  lie 
dormant  fomeYears,  appearing  and  difappear- 
ing  in  fome  Families  for  many  Generations, 
and  fhow  itfelf  in  many  Forms,  in  all  Ages, 
Sexes,  and  Conditions,  from  the  Birth  to  the 
Age  of  85,  as  I  have  experienced;  one 
amongft  numerous  Relations  or  many  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  fame  Parents  fhall  only  fhow  it 
in  one  Inftance,  and  all  the  reft  be  free  and 
clear.  This  Difeafe  appears  in  fo  many 
Forms,  it  would  be  endlefs  to  attempt  any 
further  Defcription,  thefe  being  the  molt 
frequent  Complaints  in  the  fimple  King  s 
Evil  (without  Complication)  and  I  think 
fufficient  to  inform  the  common  People  in 
ordinary  Cafes,  what  they  ail  in  general,  with¬ 
out  phyfical  Advice,  which  they  with  Diffi¬ 
culty  obtain.  All  thefe,  andfuch  like  Com¬ 
plaints, 
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plaints,  are  removed  by  much  Time,  Pa¬ 
tience,  and  a  fieady  Adherence  to  my  L)i- 
re&tons,  even  for  Years  in  fome  Subjeds. 
One  conftant  Method  1  ufe  to  every  Patient 
without  Diftindion,  let  their  Complaints  be 
what  they  will,  if  upon  Examination  I  have 
Reafon  to  lufped  them  to  be  Icrophulous, 
is,  to  give  them  a  Piece  of  frefh  Common 
Purple  Vervain-Root,  about  three  or  four 
Inches  long,  and  the  Size  of  the  Patient’s  lit¬ 
tle  finger  3  all  the  Fibres  are  to  be  cut  oft 
fmooth,  and  as  little  of  the  Bark  as  poffible, 
to  be  worn,  always  at  the  Pit  of  the  Stomach, 
tied  with  a  Yard  of  white  Sattin  Ribband, 
half  an  Inch  wide,  round  the  Neck  of  Men 
or  Women  of  an  ordinary  Stature  ;  if  taller, 
an  Ell  will  be  wanting,  and  Children  in  Pro¬ 
portion.  To  the  better  fort  of  Females  I 
propofe  the  Ribband  to  be  fattened  through 
an  Ey!et-ho!e  in  the  Boiom  of  the  Shift, 
and  fo  worn,  which  will  be  no  Eye-fore  ;  a 
Quarter  of  a  Yard  of  Ribband  will  be 
enough  5  but  no  other  coloured  Ribband  is 
proper;  becaufe  the  Dye  in  fome  Colours 
■may  be  prejudicial  ;  the  Root  mutt  never  be 
wetted,  not  when  frefib  gathered,  but  wiped 
dean  with  a  dry  Cloth;  it  mutt  not  be 
fown  up  or  covered  with  any  thing,  but  al¬ 
ways  worn  naked  at  the  Pit  of  the  Stomach, 
If  it  hurts  or  pricks  the  Stomach,  the  Fibres 
tnuft  be  taken  off  fmooth  with  a  Sharp  Knife, 
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as  before  when  firft  ufed,  preferving  as  much 
of  the  Root  as  poffible  ;  I  always  cut  a  little 
Notch  round  the  upper  End  of  the  Root, 
and  tie  the  Ribband  with  a  double  fa  ft 
Knot,  left  it  flip  out  and  be  loft  ;  when  it 
has  been  worn  a  few  Days,  it  will  (brink  by 
the  Heat  of  the  Stomach,  then  the  Ribband 
mull  be  tied  fafter.  A  Buckle  or  Button  on 
the  Bofom  of  a  Man’s  Shirt  will  be  conve¬ 
nient  to  keep  the  Root  next  the  Skin,  as  well 
in  Bed  as  up.  Obferve  the  Root  be  not  de¬ 
cayed  or  rotten,  but  frefh  and  green  ;  and  it 
is  neceflfary  to  have  a  frefh  one  every  Spring 
and  Fall.  When  I  put  this  Root  about  the 
Patient’s  Neck,  J  am  not  afhamed  to  fay, 
6c  Pray  God  give  his  Bleffing  to  thefe  my 
Endeavours  or  fome  fuch  ffiort  Ejacula¬ 
tion  ;  not  by  way  of  Charm,  or  fuch  like 
Nonfenfe,  but  to  remind  the  Patient  of  our 
Dependence  on  the  divine  Help,  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  the  natural  Means  he  has  provided 
for  our  Comfort  and  Relief ;  and  furely  there 
is  as  good  Reafon  to  beg  his  Bleffing  on  this 
as  our  daily  Food.  Here  methinks  1  fee  the 
Criticks  fmile  and  the  Reviewers  laugh  j  but 
let  them  laugh  that  receive  the  Benefit,  nor 
heed  fuch  Trifles.  Trifles  indeed!  See  the 
Critical  Reviewers,  for  |une  17 67,  on  the 
Third  Edition  of  this  Effay.  The  Public

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are  (no  Doubt)  much  obliged  to  them,  for 
making  the  Means  of  Recovery  of  the 
Health  and  Eafe  of  their  fellow  Creatures* 
from  their  Maladies,  the  Qbjedts  of  Ridicule 
and  Banter.  A  Lady  tells  me,

Their  Heads  or  Hearts  unfound  mull  be* 
They  cannot,  or  they  will  not  fee. 

This  Root  being  of  fuch  general  Ufe  in  all 
Stages  of  the  Evil,  it  will  be  proper  to  give 
a  plain  Defcription  of  the  Herb  Vervain, 
and  the  Place  and  Manner  of  its  Growth, 
that  it  may  be  eafier  found  and  known  by 
the  unlearned  Countryman.  The  common 
Vervain  grows  with  a  fibrous  or  ftringy 
Root,  of  a  light  Brown  Colour,  very  hard, 
bitterifh,  and  irregular ;  fends  up  many  Stalks 
half  a  Yard  high,  fquarifh,  folid,  fomewhat 
rough,  of  a  purpihh  Green,  and  branched ; 
the  Leaves  fland  upon  the  Stalks  in  Cou¬ 
ples  over-againft  each  other,  hairy  on  both 
S:des,  wrinkled,  and  jagged,  with  deep  Cuts, 
and  wide  at  the  Stalk  End,  fomething  like 
Oak  Leaves  when  half  grown,  of  a  deeper 
Green  above  than  beneath.  The  Flowers 
are  ranged  in  long  Spikes,  of  a  pale  Purple, 
divided  into  five  Parts  at  the  Top,  fucceeded 
by  four  fmall  longifh  Seeds  joined  together. 
The  Flower  is  very  fmall,  the  two  upper- 
moil  Segments  appearing  like  a  Creft,  and 

turned 
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turned  upwards.  It  grows  very  often  in 
Highways,  Court-yards,  chalky,  gravelly, 
and  ftony  uncultivated  Places,  and  blows  in 
July,  Auguft,  September,  and  October.  Some 
call  it  the  Holy  Herb,  fome  Juno’s  Tears, 
others  Mercury’s  moift  Blood;  in  Latin, 
V ?rbena-y  in  Welch,  Cas  gangythrel.  All 
the  Herb  is  very  bitter  and  aftringent;  it  is 
touch  celebrated  by  ancient  Authors,  and 
but  juft  noticed  by  a  few  Moderns,  as  being 
almoft  out  of  the  fafhionable  Part  of  Prac¬ 
tice,  though  formerly  famed  for  numberlefs 
Virtues.  This  Plant,  by  a  Chymical  Ana¬ 
lysis*  yields  feveral  acid  Liquors,  abundance 
ot  Oil,  pretty  much  volatile  concrete  Salt  and 
Earth  t  From  whence  it  is  probable,  that  it 
contains  fome  Sal  Ammoniac,  united  with 
a  good  deal  of  Sulphur.  It  is  vulnerary, 
cleanfing,  and  opening.  The  other  Medi¬ 
cines  and  Applications,  with  their  Prepara¬ 
tions,  fuch  as  common  People  may  manage, 
will  be  found  interfperfed  amongft  the  Cafes 
following. 


CASE  I. 

PHILIP  WINTERFLOOD,  late 
of  Haljled  in  Efl'ex ,  a  Journeyman  Barber, 
aged  35  Years,  now  living  at  the  Sign  of  the 
Peruke,  oppofite  the  JVhite-Horfe  at  Mile- 
End ,  near  Louden?  was,  for  Eight  Years  paft, 

C  miferably 
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m’lferabiy  afflifted  with  feveral  ftrumous  Ul¬ 
cers  under  both  Breads  (he  was  a  fat  Man ;) 
fome  were  above  an  Inch  deep,  and  dif- 
charged  much  foul  corrupted  Matter,  and 
had  done  fo  for  Years,  could  get  no  Help, 
and  had  the  Evil  hereditarily  in  his  Family 
many  Years :  This  poor  Man  was  in  Haljled 
Workhoufe,  and  under  all  the  Difadvantages 
of  bad  Diet,  and  worfe  Attendance.  The 
firft  Thing  I  did  was  to  give  him  the  Ver¬ 
vain  Root  to  wear  about  his  Neck,  and  or¬ 
dered  him  fome  gentle  Pbyfic  once  a  Week, 
viz.  Syrup  of  Rotes  one  Ounce,  and  Manna 
one  Ounce,  didolved  in  a  Pint  of  fkimmeo 
Milk,  for  one  Dofe  ;  fometimes  he  got  it, 
and  fometimes  he  did  not.  I  gave  him  a 
Phial  of  Liquor  to  wafh  his  Sores  with 
Night  and  Morning,  viz.  Vinegar  one  third, 
Red  Port  Wine  one  third,  and  Vervain  Wa¬ 
ter  diftilled  one  third  ;  and  fome  Ointment 
to  fpread  on  a  Rag,  and  lay  on  the  Sores 
after  waffling  them.  The  Ointment  was 
made  of  green  Vervain  Leaves  bruifed,  with 
about  a  tenth  part  of  Houfe-leek  Leaves 
bruifed,  and  both  boiled  in  Pork  Lard,  till 
it  was  of  a  good  Confidence,  and  all  the 
watry  Part  wafted,  then  drained  and  kept 
for  ufe.  It  may  be  made  ft  r  on  get  by  boil- 
'  ing  the  fame  Quantity  of  Herbs  in  the 
fame  Liquor  as  before.  Note  :  Xnftead  of 

diftilled  Vervain  Water,-  which  poor  People 

-  ■  ■  :  cannot? 
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cannot  To  eafily  procure,  the  Infufion  of  ths 
Vervain  Leaves  may  be  ufed;  that  is,  hot  boil¬ 
ing  Water  poured  upon  the  Herb  (like  Tea) 
and  covered,  and  when  cold  may  be  ufed  in 
its  ftead  ;  this  Method  cured  this  Man  in  fix 
Months,  and  nothing  elfe  was  ufed,  and  he 
Continues  well  to  this  Day,  which  is  above 
ten  Years  ago.

,  Robert  HeatherJy,  Son  of  the  Reverend 

He  the  by  late  Miniftcr  of  Clavering  in 
Effex,  formerly  Matter  of  the  School  in 
St.  Bartholomews ,  Hofpital,  London ,  aged 
2  3  Years,  was  an  Out-Patient  there  for  "the 
King’s  Evil,  had  the  fecond  Joint  of  his 
Thumb  fo  attested  that  the  Bone  was  di¬ 
verted  out,  and  many  other  Sores  healed  up 
and  feemed  cured  ;  not  long  after  the  Dif- 
oider  fell  into  both  his  Eyes,  with  fome 
fmall  unbroken  Tumors  in  the  i^feck  and 
under  both  Ears,  and  had  been  blind  fome 
Months.  lie  came  to  me  with  both  his 
Eyes  covered,  has  been  well  fome  Years  and 
is  now  in  the  Excife.  I  gave  this  Man  a 
Root  as  ufual,  and  ordere<i  him  a  gentle 
Purge  .  of  halt  Manna  and  half  Syrup  of 
Rofes  in  thin  Milk,  once  a  Week  for  three 
Months,  and  to  leave  oil  all  Covering  to  his 
Lyes,  and  wafh  them  often  with  cold  Spring 

C  2  Water, 
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Water,  and  dropping  it  into  the  Eyes,  this 
reftored  him  perfectly  to  his  Sight. 

CASE  III. 

Anne  Nunn,  Daughter  of  John  Nunn, 
Farmer,  near  Laindon-hills  in  Efl'ex,  aged  2  1 
Years,  had  a  large  fcrophulous  Tumor 
opened  on  the  right  under  Jaw-bone  by 
Mr.  Earl  of  Hamden ;  it  difcharged  moldy 
a  thin  watery  Matter,  but  as  be  could  not 
heal  the  Wound  fire  came  to  me,  I  gave  her 
a  Root  as  ufual  and  ordered  fome  gentle 
Purges,  (but  no  Salts  on  any  Account,  for  I 
always  find  them  bad  in  fcrophulous  Cafes) 
and  gave  her  fome  Vervain  Ointment  for  the 
Wound,  which  foon  healed  it  up. 

CASE  IV. 

Elizabeth  Remolds,  Wife  of  Jofeph  Rey¬ 
nolds  of  Ha  fled.  Farmer,  aged  25  Years, 
came  with  her  Lips  much  fwelled,  and  had 
been  coming  three  Years ;  the  Infide  of  the 
Koie  and  upper  Lip  broke  out  and  very 
fcabby,  and  a  large  uneven  fcrophulous 
Tumour  had  been  increafing  three  Quarters 
of  a  Year  under  the  right  Ear,  and  ftveral 
fm all  Swellings  on  the  left  Side  of  the 
Neck.  I  difperfed  all  the  Swellings,  and 
cured  her  other  Complaints,  in  fix  Months, 
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fhe  has  had  no  Returns,  now  five  Years  ago, 
Firft  I  g  ive  her  a  Root,  and  purged  her  with 
gentle  Phyfic  as  ufual ;  I  gave  her  fome  Ver¬ 
vain  Ointment  for  the  Lip  and  Nofe,  and  or¬ 
dered  her  to  take  fome  green  Hemlock 
Leaves,  and  bruife  and  apply  them  warm 
once  a  Day  to  the  large  Tumor;  in  fix 
Weeks  the  Tumor  was  greatly  diminifhed, 
but  the  Hemlock  worn  conftantly  fomething 
affeded  her  Head  and  Eyes,  fo  I  ordered  it 
only  to  be  applied  at  Night  and  fo  lie  on  till 
Morning,  which  in  two  or  three  Months  re¬ 
duced  the  Swelling  entirely,  and  all  the 
final]  Tumors  vanifhed,  and  is  now,  and 
has  been  ever  fince  in  good  Health  and 
Spirits.  Note,  If  the  Hemlock  affeds  the 
Head,  as  k  fometimes  will  do,  if  applied 
near  the  Head  and  Neck,  fome  gentle  Phy¬ 
fic  muft  be  often  ufed,  or  the  Quantity  of 
Hemlock  lefiened ;  if  neither  will  do,  leave 
it  quite  off. 

CASE  V. 

William  Ardley,  Weaver,  of  Coggefhall  in 
Ejj'ex,  aged  40  Yegrs,  had  been  much  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  Tooth-ach  and  Ear-ach,  then 
a  fore  broke  within-fide  the  left  Cheek  and 
difcharged  near  a  Pint  of  Linking  matter  at 
feveral  Times,  then  a  large  Tumor  arofe  on 
the  left  Jaw-boae  and  broke  into  three  Ul- 
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cers,  and  difc barged  much  lyiatter,  when  the 
Sore  within  the  Mouth  healed  up,  it  was 
with  Difficulty  he  could  open  it.  I  gave 
him  a  Root,  and  ordered  him  once  a  Week 
a  Purge  of  Jalap,  five  or  fix  Grains,  more 
or  lefs  as  it  operated,  two  Motions  a  Day 
fufficient.  Applied  to  the  Sores  without  fide 
the  Cheek,  a  Poultice  of  White  Bread,  Milk, 
White  Lilly  Roots,  and  Groundfel,  all  maffi- 
ed  together,  and  laid  on  warm  Morning  and 
Night ;  this  fufficiently  digefted  the  Sore, 
then  1  healed  it  up  with  black  Plaifters  as 
follows :  Take  White  Lead  finely  powdered. 
Ounces  two,  Oil  Olive,  Ounces  four,  mixed 
in  a  large  earthen  Pipkin  ;  boil  it  over  a  flow 
Fire,  and  ftir  it  all  the  Time  with  a  Piece  of 
Lead  till  it  grows  of  a  deep  brown  or  black- 
iffi  Colour,  which  cofts  an  Hour  or  more  ; 
let  the  Pipkin  not  be  above  a  Quarter  full  left 
it  boil  over,  which  it  is  very  apt  to  do,  let 
it  cool  in  a  Gally-pot  and  keep  it  for  Ule ; 
when  you  ufe  it,  warm  the  Point  of  a  Knife 
and  Spread  it  pretty  thick  on  black  Silk  or 
Linen  Rag,  and  apply  warm,  and  it  will 
Rick ;  do  not  pull  the  Plaifters  off,  left  you 
hurt  the  Sore  ;  when  it  falls  off  itfelf,  apply 
a  frefh  one  as  long  as  wanted.  '  1  ’

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CASE  VI. 


Debo.  ah  Ajhon,  Wife  of  'Thomas  AJlon  of 
Hairy  in  Effex ,  aged  24  Years,  when  foe 
came  to  me  had  a  running  Ulcer  about 
the.  Middle  of  the  Outfide  of  her  left 
Thigh,  had  been  healing  and  running  al- 
ternatdy  for  ten  Years,  a  fmail  Ulcer  near 
t  te  left  Bread,  and  fmal!  Kernels  fometknes 
about  the  Neck  and  Throat,  which  foewed 
the  Complaint  to  be  fcrophulous;  foe  had 
been  twice  falivated  and  much  done  to  little 
Purpofe.  I  gave  her  a  Root,  and  ordered 
Rofe  Leaves  boiled  in  Whey  for  a  gentle 
Purge  once  a  Week,  and  ordered  her  to 
walh  the  Ulcers  twice  a  Day  with  a  foong 
Jnfufion  of  Hemlock  Leaves,  and  to  apply 
a  Rag  fpread  with  Elder  Ointment  over 
Aoout  two  Months  after  foe  felt  a 
I  lece  of  Bone  very  loofe,  I  ordered  her 
then  to  apply  much  Lint  wetted  with  the 
Info  lion  Morn  and  Night,  and  the  Elder 
Ointment  as  before;  three  Weeks  after 
he  found  the  Point  of  a  Bone  flicking  out, 
K  herlelf,  with  the  Point  of  a  Penknife 
enlarged  the  Wound  and  took  out  a  Piece 

,  b°ne’  and  examining  the  Wound  with 
ier  ingei  took  out  two  more  Pieces,  and 
much  blood  followed ;  a  Week  after  foe 
brought  the  three  Pieces  to  me,  the  Wound 

^  4  lookt 
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lookt  clean  and  healed  up  in  a  Month’s 
Time;  (he  has  no  Lamenefs,  but  walks 
well  and  enjoys  good  Health,  and  feels  no 
more  Prickings  or  Signs  of  any  more  Pieces 
of  Bone  ;  two  of  the  Exfoliations  are  two 
Inches  and  a  Half  long  each,  and  one  Inch 
broad,  and  the  other  is  two  Inches  long  and 
three  Quarters  of  an  Inch  broad,  and  all 
together  weighing  a  Quarter  of  an  Ounce; 
fome  Parts  looked  black  and  fome  white, 
and  looked  as  if  worm-eaten  ;  the  whole 
Length  when  laid  together  meafured  feven 
Inches.  Note ,  Elder  Ointment  is  made  in 
the  Spring,  by  boiling  the  young  Leaves  in 
Mutton  Suet,  till  the  Moifture  is  wafted,  or 
in  Pork-Lard ;  to  make  it  ftrong,  add  the 
fame  Quantity  of  Leaves  as  before,  after 
{training  the  firft  Leaves  from  the  Liquor, 
and  repeat  this  three  Times ;  in  Winter 
when  no  Leaves,  take  the  tender  Bark  of 
the  laft  Summer’s  Shoots,  fcrape  and  boil 
them  as  above,  and  keep  for  Ufe. 

CASE  VII. 

Robert  Rufs ,  aged  23,  Son  of  Mr.  James 
Rufs  Quiarter-mafter  of  Sir  Robert  Rich's 
Dragoons,  when  he  came  to  me  was  quar¬ 
tered  at  Chelmsford  in  Effex ;  a  Monkey  had 
bitten  the  left  Side  of  his  Neck  which  was 

fore. 


fore,  he  had  many  fcrophulous  Swellings 
under  nis  Chin  and  round  about  the  Neck, 
hard,  and  oftimes  very  painful,  and  many 
fmall  Puftules  breaking  out  like  a  fait  Hu¬ 
mour  in  many  Parts.  I  gave  him  the  Ver¬ 
vain  Root  to  wear  about  his  Neck,  and  or¬ 
dered  him  a  gentle  Purge  of  Jalap  in  thin 
Milk  once  a  Week;  the  other  fix  Days  to 
take  a  Dram  of  Antimony  finely  powder¬ 
ed,  or  levigated,  mixt  with  the  fime  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Loaf  Sugar  beat  fine,  and  to  wafh  it 
down  with  a  Quarter  of  a  Pint  of  Groundivy 
Tea,  and  to  continue  this  Courfe  fix  Months, 
and  ordered  him  to  ufe  Vervain  Ointment  to 
the  Sores.  An  Acquaintance  of  his,  which 
he  recommended  to  my  Care,  allures  me  he 
told  him  he  had  the  Happinefs  of  being  per¬ 
fectly  cured,  with  God’s  Affiftance,  under  my 
Hands;  and  declares  no  other  Remedies  he 
had  ever  ufed  had  any  Effedt  but  mine. 
This  was  three  Years  after  the  Cure. 

CASE  VIII. 

John  Butchery  of  Booking  in  EJfex,  Bay 
Weaver,  aged  30.  He  firlt  feit  a  dafhing 
Pain  fuddenly  firike  into  the  lower  Joint  of 
the  Fore-finger  of  his  right  hand,  and  in 
about  a  Month  all  the  other  Fingers  and 
Thumb  were  affeCted  in  the  fame  Manner, 
and  fo  contracted,  that  he  could  not  ftir  them 

even 
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even  with  the  oTer  Hand  without  great 
Pain.  No  Difcolouration  or  any  perceivable 
Tumor,  Swelling,  or  preternatural  Heat,  to 
the  Touch  of  himfelf  or  others.  This  Man 
I  restored  to  the  full  Ufe  of  his  Hand,  Fin¬ 
gers,  and  Thumb,  by  the  following  Method; 

I  gave  him  a  Root  as  ufual,  and  ordered  a 
Purge  of  Rofe  Leaves,  boiled  in  Whey,  once 
a  Week,  and  dire&ed  him  to  boil  Cabbage 
Leaves  bruifed  in  Water,  and  bathe  his  Hand 
in  the  warm  Liquor  Morn  and  Night,  for 
half  an  Hour  at  a  Time,  and  to  rub  all  the 
joints  after  Bathing  with ‘the  Vervain  Oint¬ 
ment.  This  Man  had  feveral  Relations 
troubled  with  the  Evil,  and  therefore  fufpedt- 
ed  his  Complaint  to  be  of  that  Nature,  and 
treated  him  as  a  fcrophulated  Patient  and 
cured  him  in  two  Months.  He  was  dif- 
charged  from  the  Effex  Militia,  and  after 
Cure  admitted  again. 

CASE  IX. 

Robert  London ,  Son  of  Robert  London  of 
Rradfield  Combuji  in  Suffolk ,  aged  32,  had 
a  Fever  which  held  about  a  Week  ;  three 
Months  after,  thirteen  Tumors  arofe  about 
the  Legs,  Thighs,  and  Buttocks,  had  been  all 
opened  by  a  Surgeon,  and  difeharged  mon» 
ftroufly,  which  had  reduced  him  to  a  meer 
Skeleton  ;  he  was  brought  to  me  in  a  Cart 

with 
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with  a  Bed  made  in  it,  being  unable  to  move 
Hand  or  Foot,  or  to  be  moved  without  oreat 

o 

Trouble  ;  I  went  out  to  fee  this  poor  Man 
in  the  Cart,  he  looked  fo  like  a  dead  Corpfe, 
that  People  which  faw  him  fet  out  from 
Home  never  expeded  to  fee  him  return  again 
alive,  his  Stomach  gone,  and  Vifage  fo 
ghaftly.  This  Man’s  Sores 'were  all  tented, 
which  I  ordered  to  be  pulled  out,  and  all  the 
Dreffings  to  be  laid  afide,  and  ordered  all 
the  Sores  to  be  gently  fyringed  twice  a  Day 
with  a  ftrong  Decodion  of  Hemlock,  Milk- 
warm,  and  apply  dry  Lint,  and  left  it  fhould 
ftick,  Elder  Ointment  fpread  on  a  Rag  over¬ 
all,  and  ordered  him  daily  half  a  Dram  of 
Antimony  finely  powdered,  with  an  equal 
.Quantity  of  Loaf  Sugar,  and  to  wafh  it 
down  with  Groundivy  Tea.  I  alfo  put  a 
Root  about  his  Neck,  as  I  do  to  everyone: 
in  three  Weeks  Time  his  Stomach  returned 
and  his  Sores  began  to  heal,  in  two  Months 
the  Surgeon  wrote  me  he  was  quite  well; 
many  call  this  the  Running  Evil. 

CASE  X. 

Sufan  Otiley ,  of  Booking  in  Efex,  fingle 
Woman,  aged  26  Years,  ftie  came  to  me 
with  almoft  numberlefs  Ulcers  and  fungous 
fcabby  Excrefcencies  from  the  Top  of  the 
right  Shoulder  down  below  the  Nipple  of  the 
right  Breaft,  and  all  hollow  like  a  Honey

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Comb ;  file  had  a  deep  Ulcer  on  the  Infide 
the  Arm,  near  the  right  Arm-pit,  one  near 
her  Shoulder,  and  one  within-flde  the  Arm 
about  three  Inches  above  the  Elbow,  and 
one  almoft  under  the  right  Buttock,  and  Sto¬ 
mach,  and  bad  Health  and  Complexion,  had 
this  Difeafe  hereditarily,  had  one  Sifter  died 
of  it,  and  another  had  it  in  her  Eyes,  which 
I  cured.  This  Perfon  came  and  lived  near 
me,  fo  that  1  faw  her  once  in  eight  or  ten 
Days,  by  which  Means  I  effected  the  Cure 
in  the  following  Manner :  I  firft  gave  her  a 
Root,  and  applied  a  Plaifter  of  Sperma  Ceti 
and  Sallad  Oil  to  the  Scabs  on  the  Shoulder, 
Neck,  and  Breath,  which  made  them  fhell 
off 5  afterwards  applied  the  black  Plaifter,  as 
in  Cafe  the  Fifth,  which  being  changed  and 
renewed  as  Occafion  required,  at  length 
healed  up  ail  the  Sores ;  all  the  Time  of  her 
Cure  I  gave  her  daily  a  Dram  of  Antimony, 
finely  powdered,  mixt  with  half  a  Drain  of 
Loaf  Sugar,  and  to  drink  a  Cupful  of  Groun- 
divy  Tea  after  it ;  if  it  gave  more  than  two 
Stools  in  twenty-four  Hours,  I  leflened  the 
Dofe,  and  fometimes  increafed  it  as  I  found 
her  Body  in  Order;  I  continued  this  Courfe 
many  Months ;  all  her  Sores  are  now  well, 
and  fne  has  got  a  good  Stomach,  and  a  heal¬ 
thy  florid  Countenance,  and  fo  likely  to  con¬ 
tinue.  1  advife  her  to  purge  gently  every 
Spring  and  Fall  with  jalap  three  or  four 
Times. 
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"CASE  xr, 

Mary  Bingham,  Wife  of  Adam  Bingham, 
Hufbmdman,  late  of  CreJJing ,  now  living  at 
Patifwick ,  in  Ejjex ,  aged  28  Yean,  was  led 
to  me,  having  been  totally  blind  for  twelve 
Months  part.  Both  Eyes  looked  as  almoft 
covered  over  with  Cobwebs,  of  a  dead  Lea¬ 
den  Colour,  run  much  fcalding  Water,  mix¬ 
ed  with  White  thick  Matter  from  the  Corners 
of  her  Eyes,  and  almoft  continual  dafhing 
Pains  about  her  Forehead,  with  many  fcro- 
phulous  Breakings  out  about  the  Corners  of 
her  Mouth,  and  feveral  other  Places.  I  gave 
her  a  Root  of  Vervain  to  wear  about  her 
Neck,  and  ordered  her  to  purge  once  a  Week, 
with  dried  Damafk  Rofe  Leaves,  boiled  in 
Whey,  and  gave  her  a  Phial  of  diftilled  Ver¬ 
vain  Water,  to  drop  five  or  fix  Drops  cold 
into  each  Eye,  four  or  five  Times  a  Day, 
and  to  wafh  them  every  Morning  with 
the  coldeft  Spring  Water.  This  Method, 
in  a  few  Months,  reftored  her  Sight,  fo 
that  ihe  can  now  fee  to  fpin,  and  any  com¬ 
mon  Work.  Three  Years  after  this,  fhe 
fhewed  me  her  Right  Bread  very  hard  and 
full  of  Pain,  fome  Remainder  of  the  old 
Complaint,  for  Want  of  proper  Care,  having 
fallen  into  it  :  I  ordered  her  to  poultice  it 
with  half  White  Nettle  Leaves,  and  half 
Elder  Leaves,  warm  Morning  and  Night, 
and  this  has  reftored  it  well  as  the  other; 

this 
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this  is  two  Years  fince,  and  as  I  have  heard 
nothing  from  her,  no  Doubt  but  fhe  conti¬ 
nues  well. 


CASE  XII. 

Eleanor  Ballmer ,  keeps  the  Golden  Lyon  in 
Newmarket,  Suffolk,  aged  55,  about  feven 
Years  fince,  had  a  violent  Radi  came  out  all 
over  her,  then  fell  into  the  Left  Leg,  and 
produced  a  very  large  foul,  deep,  (linking 
Ulcer,  almoit  al!  round  the  fmall  of  her 
Leg,  five  or  fix  Inches  long;  the  Mufcle 
that  bends  the  Great  Toe  and  Foot  upwards; 
bare  and  dry  as  a  horn,  an  Inch  or  more  in 
Length,  and  grown  about  with  much  Proud 
Fle(h»  This  woman  had  not  been  able  to 
ftir  off  her  Couch  for  a  Year  and  a  Half 
without  great  Difficulty,  and  two  Stilts  under 
her  Arms ;  and  a  great  Phyfician  told  her; 
that  if  (he  went  to  an  Hoipital,  the  Ulcer 
might  be  healed  in  two  Months,  but  in  all 
Probability  it  would  kill  her.  Living  at 
Newmarket ,  feveral  Phyftcians  have  feen  her 
fince  I  took  her  in  hand :  fhe  Mulcle  of 
the  Leg  is  rotted  out,  fo  that  (lie  cannot 
bend  her  Foot  upwards,  and  muft  always  gcf 
limping;  fine  goes  about  her  Houfe  without 
any  Crutches,  and  now  and  then  an  under¬ 
hand  Staff,  efpeeially  up  Steps;  The  Ulcer

is  now  very  clean,  and  not  above  the  Bignefo 
of  a  Half  Crown,  and  the  Woman  in  good 
Health  and  Spirits,  and  able  to  manage  her 
Houfe  herfelf,  having,  fince  I  firft  faw  her, 
loft  her  Hulband,  who  fetched  me  to  fee  her. 

I  gave  her  a  Root,  judging  the  Cafe  fcrophu- 
lous,  and  ordered  the  Ulcer  to  be  cleanfed 
twiced  a  Day  from  its  Filth,  with  a  Decoc¬ 
tion  of  Hemlock,  and  then  to  apply  the  Herb 
bruifed,  with  Pork  Lard  and  fine  Oatmeal, 
warm,  as  a  Poultice,  frefti  twice  a  Day  as  long 
as  wanted,  and  at  the  fame  Time  to  ufe  the 
following  Diet  Drink:  viz,  Take  Senna, 
two  Ounces;  of  iharp  pointed  Dock  Roof, 
Half  a  Pound  ;  the  Great  Water  Dock 
Root,  Half  a  Pound  ;  Polypody  Roots, 
Half  a  Pound ;  all  diced  very  thin  ;  Crude 
Antimony  groily  powdered,  one  Pound,  and 
tied  up  in  a  Rag:  Boil  all  in  three  Gallons 
of  Sweet  Wort,  till  one  Gallon  is  wafted  ; 
drain  it  when  cool  enough  ;  work  it  with  a 
Spoonful  of  Waft ;  add  white  Nettles,  Green 
Broom,  and  Ground-Ivy,  of  each  bruifed  a 
Handful ;  let  all  work  together ;  when  done, 
ftrain  and  bottle  up  clofe  for  Ufe.  Of  this  Li- 
ayior  (he  drank  a  Coffee-Cupful,  Morning  and 
Night,  and  was  to  increafe  or  lefien  theDofe 
as  it  operated;  two  Motions  in  Twenty- 
four  Hours  are  fufftcierit.  This  Diet  Drink 
die  regulated  accordingly,  and  found  great 
Frieds  from  it.  She  was  alfo  to  anoint  he.* 

3  •  -  Leg-' 
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Leo-  round  the  Ulcer  with  Elder  Ointment. 
As°the  Ulcer  is  now  brought  to  good  Condi¬ 
tion  and  fmall  Compafs,  I  think  it  much  bet¬ 
ter  for  her  Health  at  her  Time  of  Life,  than 
healing  it  quite  up.  Note.  It  is  bed  in  Sum¬ 
mer  Time  to  make  but  half  the  Quantity  of 
Diet  Drink  at  once,  left  it  turn  four  and  vo¬ 
mitive  ;  it  muft  then  be  thrown  away,  and 
freth  made.  I  alfo  cured  her.  Son  of  the 
Evil  in  his  Eyes  at  the  fame  Time ;  and  in 
the  fame  Manner  as  before  related. 

CASE  XIII. 

John  Nicolls,  Son  of  Zachariah  Nicolls, 
Miller,  of  Little  J(hen,  near  Dunmow  in  Ef- 
fix  aged  7  Years,  had  a  fcrophulous  Swell¬ 
ing  of  the  Great  Toe  of  the  Left  Foot,  and 
feveral  fmall  running  Ulcers  on  the  fame, 
which  difcharged  a  thin  Watery  Icor,  for 
Half  a  Year,  and  the  Evil  a  little  in  the  Left 
Eye.  1  gave  this  Child  a  fmall  Root ;  or¬ 
dered  Syrup  of  Rofes  and  Manna  equal  Part?, 
in  thin  Milk  once  a  Week,,  for  a  gentle 
Purge,  and  to  wafh  his  Eyes  with  the  coldest 
Spring  Water  every  Day,  and  a  Cataplafm  of 
a  Garden  Snail  out  of  a  Shell,  beat  to  a 
Math,  with  the  fame  Quantity  of  Garden 
Parflev  and  applied  to  the  Toe  frefh  twice 
in  Twenty-four  Hours ;  this  perfeaiy  cured 
the  Diforder  in  three  Months. 
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CASE  XIV: 

Matthew  Byford ,  Son  of  Abel  By  ford ,  of 
Little  Samp  ford,  in  EJJex,  aged  18  Years; 
three  Years  fince,  a  large  Tumor  arofe  on 
the  upper  Part  of  his  Left  Thigh,  and  had 
been  broke  into  an  Ulcer  about  a  Fortnight, 
and  run  much  thick  Matter:  An  Inch  above 
the  Ulcer  was  a  very  red  inflammatory 
Swelling,  which  feemed  to  communicate  with 
the  Ulcer :  I  gave  this  Lad  a  Root,  and  or¬ 
dered  to  purge  once  a  Week,  with  equal 
Parts  of  Manna  and  Syrup  of  Rofes,  diflolv- 
ed  in  Cheefe  Whey,  for  two  Months,  and 
to  inject  a  Decodtion  of  Hemlock  into  the 
running  Ulcer;  then  to  apply  a  Poultice  of 
half  white  Nettle  Leaves  (by  fome  called 
Archangel)  and  half  Elder  Leaves,  beat  into 
a  Mafh,  with  a  little  Pork  Lard  and  fine 
Oatmeal,  frefh  and  warm,  twice  a  Day,  over 
both  Ulcer  and  Tumor,  which  in  three 
Months  made  a  perfedt  Cure. 

CASE  XV. 

Elizabeth  Golden ,  Wife  of  fohn  Golden ,  of 
Water  Beauchamps  in  EfJ'ex ,  Hufbandman, 
had  a  Year  ago  a  moft  violent  hot  fait  Hu¬ 
mour  invaded  her  Left  Leg,  and  broke  into 
numberlefs  Water  Bladders,  itched  much, 
and  greatly  inflamed,  and  the  blefh  harder* 
ed  ;  the  In  fide  of  the  Thigh  on  the  fame 
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Side  began  to  be  affefted  in  the  like  Manner  j 
I  advifed  her  to  drink  Half  a  Pint  of  Tea 
made  with  the  common  Red  Dock  Roots 
diced  thin,  Morning  and  Night,  or  boiled 
in  Cheefe  Whey  ;  then  to  wafe  her  Leg  and 
Thi^h  all  over  with  an  Infufion  of  Green 
Hemlock  Leaves,  and  to  anoint  the  fame 
with  Elder  Ointment  j  in  three  Months  fee 
came  almoft  well,  but  complained,  of  a 
Coldnefs  at  her  Stomach,  for  which  I  order¬ 
ed  a  gentle  Purge  of  jalap,  with  a  little 
grated  Ginger,  once  a  Week.  About  two 
Months  after  fee  came  to  thank  me,  being 
quite  free  of  her  Complaints. 

.  CASE  XVI. 

Edward  Howlet,  of  Burnham ,  in  Efex, 
Hufeandman,  aged  30;  about  two  Years 
ago  a  Tumour  appeared  and  dilappeared  at 
Times  near  the  Right  Jugular  for  a  Year ; 
afterwards  it  fwelled  as  large  as  a  Halfpenny 
Loaf,  then  was  poulticed  by  a  Surgeon’s  Di- 
redtions,  but  it  did  not  fuppurate  or  difperfe, 
but  was  opened,  and  fome  Part  cut  away, 
and  difcharged  a  little  thick  bloody  Matter  ; 
it  had  been  cut  eleven  Times,  as  fall  as  tne 
fungous  kept  growing,  and  difchasged  much 
of  the  fame  fort  of  Matter.  Now  he  came 
to  me,  and  the  fungous  was  large  and  flat, 
with  thick  Edges,  like  a  Cake  laid  on  the 
Part;  the  Edges  were  ulcerated,  it  was  three 

.  •  Inches 
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Inches  in  Diameter,  and  one  Inch  thick,  the 
Man  well  in  every  other  Refped :  As  I  ap¬ 
prehended  this  to  be  a  fcrophulous  Cafe,  I 
gave  him  a  Root  to  wear  at  his  Stomach, 
and  ordered  to  purge  gently  twice  a  Week 
with  Damafk  Rofe  Leaves,  boiled  in  Cheefe 
Whey,  to  apply  Slips  of  the  Black  Plaifter 
(lee  Cafe  V.)  to  the  Ulcers  round  the  Edge 
of  the  fungous,  and  all  over  the  Hemlock 
Leaves  bruifed  and  very  hot,  twice  a  Day. 
He  came  in  a  Month  much  mended,  in 
three  Months  the  fungous  almoft  wafted, 
and  fome  Months  after  he  came  to  [Lew  me, 
lit  was  quite  well,  not  the  leaft  Remains  of 
the  fungous  or  any  Ulcer,  but  the  Neck 

itnoOih  and  even,  and  no  Complaint  what¬ 
ever. 


CASE  XVII. 

Elizabeth  Hart ,  Daughter  of  Thomas  Hart 
of  Earls  Colne ,  EJJex,  Hufoandman,  aged 
20  \ears,  had  a  Swelling  on  the  Windpipe, 
which  compreft  it  to  a  great  Difficulty  of 
(wallowing,  and  her  Throat  very  fore  with¬ 
in -fide;  had  been  increafing  two  Years,  the 
Lips  often  cracked  and  bled.  I  gave  this 
young  Woman  a  Root,  and  direded  to  purge 
gently  often,  with  Syrup  of  Rofes  and  Man¬ 
na  in  Cheefe  Whey  or  thin  Milk,  and  to 
apply  a  Cataplalm  of  a  Garden  Snail  and 
Parfley  bruifed  frefb,  Morning  and  Evening; 
this  brought  out  many  fmall  Pimples,  which 

^  2  difcharged 


difcharged  fome  little  watery  Matter,  then 
died  away,  and  in  a  Day  or  two  others  ap¬ 
peared  and  difcharged  in  like  Manner  for 
fome  Time,  until  the  Humour  difcharged  n- 
felf  that  Way,  and  the  Swelling  all  gone.  I 
ordered  her  alfo  to  bruife  eight  or  ten  Milli¬ 
pedes  or  Sow  Bugs,  and  make  them  into  a 
Pill  with  freih  Butter,  and  going  to  reit  to 
let  it  lye  at  the  Root  of  her  Tongue,  and 
melt  down  leifurely,  till  the  Sorenefs  within- 
fide  the  Throat  was  no  more  ;  this  Metbo 
in  three  Months  removed  all  her  Complaint  . 

CASE  XVUI. 

7 ofeph  Traylin ,  of  Topfield  in  Effex,  Coo- 
ner  a«d  40  Years,  had  feveral  Tumors 
and  ufcers  on  the  back  of  his  Right  Hand, 
which  rendered  it  ufelefs,  and  fome  fm  II 
glandular  Swellings  about  h>s  Groin  and 
Arm-pits,  has  the  Evil  ftrcng  m  the  Famil) , 
found  no  Help  from  the  Surgeon,  then  came 
to  me  as  ufual ;  I  gave  him  a  R^t  and  or¬ 
dered  to  purge  weekly  for  fix  Week. ,  w 
Dam  a  Ik  Role  Leaves  boiled  in  Whey,  and 
fweetened  with  Manna,  and  to  apply  a  Poul¬ 
tice  of  White  Nettle  Leaves  beat  to  a  Main, 
a  little  Pork  Lard,  and  fine  Oat-Meal, 
and  warm  twice  a  Day,  to  the  Back  of 
Hand ;  in  a  Week  he  found  great  Bene- 
and  in  a  Fortnight  more,  the  Swelling 

Back  of  the  Hand  are  all  down  and 
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well ;  he  came  about  two  Months,  his  Hand 
quite  firm  and  well,  and  all  his  other  Com¬ 
plaints  vanifhed, 

CASE  XIX, 

Mary  ‘Tyler ,  Wife  of  William  ‘Tyler  of 
Haltjted ,  Hufbandman,  aged  36  Years,  had 
the  Evil  breaking  out  all  over  her  at  Times 
for  many  Years;  when  {he  came  to  me  had 
bo^h  Lips  monftroufly  fwelled,  and  her 
Mouth  fo  very  fore,  that  it  was  Pain  to  get 
her  Victuals  into  it;  her  Nofe  fwelled,  and 
all  the  lower  Parts  of  her  Face  and  Chin  al- 
moft  one  entire  Scab,  with  many  fcrophulous 
Breakings-out  on  the  upper  Part  of  her  Face; 
floe  was  fuch  a  Spectacle  fhe  was  afbamed  any 
Body  fhould  fee  her;  all  her  Neighbours  told 
her  fhe  ought  to  cover  berFace  when  fhe  went 
into  the  Street ;  fhe  had  many  other  Break¬ 
ings-out  of  the  fame  Kind  on  both  Legs  and 
Arms,  and  all  very  hot.  1  gave  her  a  Root, 
and  ordered  gentle  Jalap  Purges  twice  a 
Week  ;  and  for  conftant  Drink,  a  Handful 
of  Groundivy-Leaves,  and  about  an  Ounce 
of  Common  Dock  Roots  diced  thin,  and 
boiled  in  two  Quarts  of  Water,  covered,  till 
a  Pint  was  boiled  away,  {trained  and  kept 
for  Drink  the  next  Day,  and  fo  conftantly, 
except  fhe  purged  ;  the  Mouth  to  be  wafhed 
twice  a  Day  with  an  Infufion  of  green  Hem¬ 
lock-Leaves,  and  all  Scabs  on  the  Face,  Legs, 

D  3  and 
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and  Arms,  or  other  Places,  but  to  ne  easeful 
Are  fwallowed  none,  or  touched  her  Eyes, 
then  to  anoint  with  the  Elder  Ointment. 
As  the  lived  by  me,  I  faw  her  frequently, 
and  fometimes  found  it  proper  to  add  haif 
Hemlock  Ointment  to  the  other,  that  is 
made  by  boiling  the  green  Leaves  of  frefti 
Hemlock,  bruifed  in  Hog’s  Lard,  and  {train¬ 
ed  ;  if  it  wants  to  be  (Longer,  boil  the  fame 
Quantity  of  the  Hemlock-Leaves  in  the  fame 
Liquor  two  or  three  Times.  She  is  now 
well,  and  her  Face  clean  and  fmooth,  and 
no  fcrophulous  Symptoms  ;  her  Face  Deing 
fo  much  altered,  many  Town’s  Folks  de¬ 
clared  they  did  not  know  her. 

CASE  XX. 

The  next  Cafe  I  (hall  give  as  drawn  up  by 
the  Patient  himfeif. 

I  John  Hickman ,  Gardener  to  the  Right 
Honourable  Lady  Bateman ,  at  Teidham  in 
Eflex  a^ed  50 '  Years;  fix  Months  hnce 
having  a  violent  Rheumatic  Pain  (truck  into 
my  right  Arm  and  Hand,  with  great  Weak¬ 
ness,  my  Hand  grew  very  thick,  and  my 
Firwers  flood  out  (tiff  and  immoveable,  and 
quite  ufelefs,  that  I  could  not  lift  my  Hand 
to  my  Head,  nor  take  up  an  Ounce  W  eight 
off  the  Table  with  it ;  the  Flefh  pitted  much

which  is  found  and  well. 

As  the  foregoing  twenty  Cafes  and  their 
Remedies  are  faithfully  related,  I  recommend 
the  farther  Ufe  (in  fimilar  Cafes )  of  thefe  tare, 
eafy,  and  cheap  Medicines,  and  Applications, 
to  fuch  unprejudiced  perfons  as  fhail  be  in¬ 
clined  to  ufe  them,  not  in  the  leaf!  doubting 
the  Benefit  that  may  accrue  to  the  Difeafed 
by  a  deady  and  regular  Adherence  to  my 
Diredions.  I  have  had  Thanks  from  many 
Perfons,  for  the  Benefits  they  have  received, 
by  my  Eflay  being  put  into  their  Hands ;

About  a  Year  fince  a  large  Tu¬ 
mor  rofe  in  her  Right  Breaft,  and  gathered 
in  nine  feveral  Places,  opened,  dreft,  and 
tented  by  the  Surgeon,  and  difcharged  much ; 
but  that  being  thought  inefficient  to  leffen 
the  Breaft,  two  Setons  were  made  quite 
through  the  Breaft  (which  was  very  large) 
clofe  to  the  Ribs,  in  the  Form  of  a  Crofs, 

and 
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and  as  the  Silk  rotted  in  two  (by  the  Viru¬ 
lence  of  the  Matter),  in  eight  or  ten  days, 
more  Silk  was  put  in.  Four  Surgeons  met 
to  take  off  the  Bread,  and  told  her,  if  it  was 
not  taken  off,  fhe  could  not  live  to  Michael- 
mas  following  ;  that  her  Bread  would  rot  off 
in  a  Week  or  two,  if  not  cut  off.

Samuel  Pain ,  Son 
of  Samuel  Pain,  Weaver  in  Clare  aforefaid, 
was  brought  to  me  in  the  Month  it  was 
born  with  a  large  Ulcer  on  the  Back  of  its 
Left  Hand,  was  judged  to  be  the  King’s  Evil, 
by  Mr.  Young,  a  Surgeon  of  that  Place,  and 
by  him  recommended  to  my  Care ;  this  In¬ 
fant  was  cured  with  a  Root,  feme  Vervain 
Water  to  cleafife  the  Sore,  and  Vervain  Oint¬ 
ment 
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ment  on  a  Rag  to  the  Place.  The  Father 
fent  me  a  Letter  of  Thanks,  for  making,  (as 
he  expreffes  it)  a  fafe  Cure  of  his  Child's 
Hand.  It  is  evident  from  this  Cafe,  that 
very  fimple,  gentle  Methods  are  often  very 
efficacious,  if  ufed  in  the  Infancy  of  this 
Difeafe.  The  next  Cafe  is  of  George  Ho - 
gerallj  aged  88.  He  was  formerly  anUnder- 
Gardener  to  'Squire  Horywood  in  EJJex,  but 
difcharged  fome  Years  fince.  He  wras  a 
fre ill -coloured,  healthy- looking  Man,  of  his 
Years,  as  I  have  ken  *,  has  been  fo  remar¬ 
kably  healthful  all  his  Life,  as  never  to  take 
one  "  Dofe  of  Phyfick.  In  the  8bth  Year 
of  his  Age,  the  Sight  of  both  Eyes  left  him 
at  once  3  fince  which  be  has  had  feveral 
fmall  fcrophulous  Tumors,  broke  on  each 
Side  his  Neck,  and,  difcharged  much,  and 
feemed  to  be  well  digefted.  His  Wife  was 
with  him  (they  had  been  married  fifty  Years) 
and  confirmed  the  Account  of  his  Health. 
I  gave  him  my  Affiftance,  and  ordered  him 
to°call  on  me  when  he  came  this  Way 
again.  (They  travelled  the  Country  for  a 
Maintenance.)  This  is  almofl  three  Years 
ago  3  and  I  have  heard  nothing  of  them 
fince.  He  may  poffibly  be  dead  3  but  I  have 
Reafon  to  think  if  he  ffiould,  that  the  Diu 
order  was  not  the  Caufe  of  it.  Who  could 
ever  have  thought,  that  the  King's  Evil 
ffiould  lie  dormant  fo  long,  in  the  Conftitu- 
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tion  of  fuch  a  healthy  Perfon,  without  the 
lead  Symptoms,  until  the  Age  of  Eighty  - 
feven  Years,  and  then  appear  in  its  genuine 
Form  ?  From  thefe  two  Inftances  it  is  very 
apparent,  that  no  age  is  exempt  from  its 
cruel  Ravages.  I  have  had  Application  by 
Letter  from  many  Perfons,  defiring  me  to 
to  fend  my  Medicines,  and  Directions,  and 
my  Charges  for  them,  for  which  I  fhculd 
be  punctually  paid.  To  which  I  anfwer, 
that  I  cannot  comply  with  their  Requefts, 
without  firfit  feeing  and  examining  the  Pa¬ 
tients  themfelves,  becaufe  there  are  lo  great 
a  Variety  of  Symptoms,  and  Queftions  pro¬ 
per  to  be  afked  relative  thereto  (which  no 
Letter  can  inform  me  of)  that  I  can  be  no 
Judge  of  the  Cafe,  without  a  perfonal  In¬ 
spection  and  Conference,  and  confequently,  it 
is  prefcribing  blindfold  for  a  Malady  that  is 
not  to  be  treated  in  fuch  a  fuperficial  Man¬ 
ner.  Many  People  fancy,  if  I  fend  them  a 
Vervain  Root,  and  order  a  little  Phyfick,  it 
will  cure  all  the  Complaints,  Symptoms  and 
Appearances  of  this  Diforder,  not  confidering 
that  fuch  various  Symptoms,  Conftitutions, 
and  the  different  Parts  affeCted,  and  its  inti¬ 
mate  Connections  with  other  Difeaies,  re¬ 
quire  very  differently  appropriated  Medicines 
and  Applications,  according  to  the  Nature  of 
the  Cafe  and  its  Combinations. 
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1  ffoall  only  farther  add  a  few  Obferva- 
tions  on  this  Diforder  :  I  have  had  many 
Perfons  that  have  been  falivated,  and  taken 
many  mercurial  Preparations  to  very  little 
Purpofe*  they  are  generally  hurtful,  and 
not  feldom  dangerous.  I  have  found  fait 
Water  taken  inwardly  to  have  had  bad  Ef» 
feds  7  outwardly  it  often  dries  up  the  Sores 
for  a  Time,  which  generally  break  out  again 
near  the  fame  Places,  and  will  continue  to 
do  fo,  unlefs  the  Habit  of  Body  is  altered, 
I  very  rarely  order  Bleeding,  and  never  di- 
red  Vomits,  which  I  think  of  no  Ufe.  If- 
foes  or  Setons  I  do  not  approve,  and  gene¬ 
rally  dry  them  up,  as  they  are  apt  to  draw 
the  Humours  into,  and  inflame  them,  and 
are  troublefome,  without  any  Affiftance  to¬ 
wards  the  Cure,  as  I  could  ever  obferve.  I 
do  not  order  Salts  of  any  Kind  for  phyfical 
Purgation,  but  always  the  mod  mild  and 
gentle  Diredions  for  that  End.  Hemlock  I 
have  ufed  outwardly  numberlefs  Times  with 
great  Succefs,  but  1  adminifter  none  inward¬ 
ly  ;  if  any  Tumors,  &c.  are  near  the  Plead,  it 
mu ft  then  be  ufed  with  Caution,  as  in  Cafe 
IV.  I  never  ufe  Knife  or  Cauftic  to  open 
an  Abfcefs,  never  more  than  the  Point  of  a 
Lancet,  and  that  but  feldom,  for  I  find  pro¬ 
per  Poultices  much  more  eligible  on  many 

Accounts,  too  long  here  to  enumerate.  I 
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advife  all  People  who  are  coftive  under  this 
this  Diforder,  to  keep  the  Bodyaiways  foluble 
with  very  mild  and  gentle  Purgatives;  a  little 
at  a  Time  and  often,  is  much  more  bene¬ 
ficial  than  itrong  Purges  and  feldom  :  Never 
to  wear  any  Covering  over  the  Eyes,  but 
walli  them  often  with  cold  Spring  Water* 
which  will  ftrengthen  them  and  repel  the 
Humour,  and  the  Purgatives  will  carry  it  off. 
Thefe  few  Hints,  I  thought  proper  to  add, 
to  let  People  know,  that  it  is  gentle  eafy 
Methods,  and  not  rough  Prefcriptions  and 
painful  Applications,  that  are  moffc  effica¬ 
cious  in  this  obftinate  Diforder.  Perfons 
though  ever  fo  poor  and  diftreffed,  are  wel¬ 
come  to  confult  me,  for  further  Advice,  if 
they  find  or  even  but  fufpect  themfelves  to 
be  tainted  with  this  Diforder,  on  any  Morn¬ 
ing  (Sundays  excepted)  for  I  refufe  no  Body 
(if  I  am  well).  As  I  am  often  fent  for  many 
Miles  to  give  my  Advice  to  thofe,  who  are 
unable,  or  unwilling  to  come  to  Haljled  to 
me.  I  vifit  any  Perfons  of  Credit  and  Re¬ 
putation,  at  London ,  or  within  an  Hundred 
Miles  of  it,  if  they  lend,  or  order,  a  Carriage 
for  me,  and  pay  all  my  Expences  on  the 
Road,  out  and  Home;  giving  me  a  few 
Days  Notice.  I  have  had  many  Guineas 
ottered  me,  but  never  took  one  Shilling. 
Sometimes,  indeed,  neighbouring  Gentlemen 
and  Ladies  have  given  me  fmall  Acknowledg¬ 
ments 
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merits  of  Tea >  Wine,  Venifon,  &c.  and  when 
at  a  Diftance,  fmall  Pieces  of  Plate,  or  other 
Prefents  have  been  lent  from  genteel  Per- 
fons.  I  fhould  not  have  faid  thus  much  ; 
but  I  find  feme  Gentlemen  have  exprefied 
themfelves  at  a  Lofs  (as  I  take  no  Money) 
how  to  make  me  a  Recompence  for  my 
Trouble ;  and  others,  fearing  I  fhould  af¬ 
terwards  make  a  large  Demand  for  my  Af- 
fiftance,  have  been  deterred  from  confulting 
me 5  but  I  have  no  fuch  lucrative  Views; 
only  the  Good  of  my  Fellow-Creatures  at 
Heart.  No  body  can  be  fo  mean  and  un- 
reafonable,,  as  to  expedt  I  fhould  be  Money 
out  of  Pocket  for  their  Service.  The  Plea- 
fure  I  take  in  relieving  the  AfBidted  of  my 
own  Species,  affords  me  the  higheft  Content 
and  Satisfaction.
